On returning to Boston he 
became assistant at tb» sinaU Catbedi^il 
then existing, and: after ten .vears was 
made rector of the cathedral. He was

Valerian, emperor of Rome, who was 
taken prisoner and afterwards kept 
in chains by Sapor, king of Persia. 
He was either killed in a tumult or 
by order of the conqueror, who waa 
perhaps fearful of losing bis valuar- 
ble living trophy, in the year 269. 
The body of the dead emperor waa 
treated with no more delicacy than 
when it hold the spark of a living 
one. It wfa skinned; the hide, after 
being tanned, waa stuffed, painted 
red, and suspended in the chief tem- 
ple of the capital. It remained there 
for many years, and wa.s the popular 
spectacle for holiday makers and 
visitors from the country. But It 
was put to more Important ends than 
this. It was maide a diplomatic 
engine of much significance and eiS- 
olency. In after times it often hap- 
pened that the Roman envoys at the 
Persian court bad niisuuderstand- 
ings,, more or less serious, with the 
government to which they were tem- 
porarily accredited. When these 
ambassadors from Rome grew arro- 
gant in their demands it was the 
cnstom to conduct them into the 
prfsence of the stuffed skin of the 
old ex-ompcror of Rome, where they 
were asked if humility did not be- 
come them at sight of such a spec- 
tacle.— Hartford Gourant

can people. And, while the under- 
signed do not concur in the views ex- 
pressed in said resolution, nor in the 
views expressed in the amendment 
which they here submit, they never- 
theless believe that it ia the duty of 
the Democratic'part^ to express itself 
in clear and unambiguous terms on 
this subject. The financial policy of 
present Democratic Administration 
deserves ecu unqualified indorsement 
at the hands of the Democratic party 
of Kentucky, or it does not deserve 
such indorsement, and, with a view 
of taking the opinion of the represen- 
tatives of the Democrats of Kentucky 
in convention assembled, we submit 
the following as an amendment to 
said resolution:

698. Then on the sarcastic endorse- 
ment of the single gold standard 
both sides voted no, there being only

A VERY REMARKABLE LETTER. 



It Baa B«ra la tta« PoMeiioa of th* Warner 
WmaMr ITS Venn. 

Milan, Tenn.— Mr. J. A. Warner, of 
this city, has in h'a possession a won- 
derful letter, which is probably one of 
the oldest specimens in existence. 
It has been in the Warner family 178 
years. It is written on a material 
resembling parchment, and yellow 
with the age of over two centuries. 
The copy and letter are presented as 
follows: 

L"Copy of a Letter."] 
"Written by our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, and found eighteen 
miles from Iconium twenty five years 
after our blessed Saviour's crucifixion 
and transmitted from the holy city by 
a converted Jew, and faithfully trans- 
lated from the original Hebrew copy 
now in posseseion of Lady Cubass. 

"This letter was found under a stone, 
both round and large, at the foot of 
the oroaa eightera onlMfiom loonium 
near a viluige e«l|ed Meatpotamia. 
Upon this stone was written and en- 

SBved: 'Blessed be he that shall 
m me over.' All that saw it pra\ ed 
to QoA earnestly and desired that he 
would make known unto them the 
meaning of this writing, that they 
might not in vain turn over, In the 
meantime a little child of about 6 or 7 
years of age turned it over to the ad- 
miration of all present, and under the 
stone was written the command of 
Jesus Christ in a letter published by 
the angel Gabriel ninety-eight years 
after the death of our UeMM Stvio 
and carri(>d liy a peiaott OmmSuDURi 
Lady Cul)ass,"and made public in'll 
city of Iconium." 

["The Letter."] 
"Glory to God on high and on earth 
good will to all men, whosoever 
worketh on the Sabbath day shall be 
cursed. I command you to go to 
church and keep the Lord's day holy 
without doing any manner of work. 
You shall not idle or mis-spend your 
time in decking yourself in superflu- 
ous and cost y apparel and vain dress- 
ing, for I have ordained a day to be 
kept holy that your sins may be for- 
given; you shall not break My com- 
mandments, but observe ana keep 
them written with My own hand. You 
shall not only go to church yourself, 
but your man servant, to observe My 
word and learn My commandments. 
You shall finish your lal)or every Sat- 
urday at 6 o'clock in the afternoon, 
for that time the preparatiouH of ttie 
Sabbath begins. 

_,"I advise you to fast five days in the 
year, begining with Good Friday, and 
so continue the four first days follow- 
ing, in remembrance of the five bloody 
wounds I xecMved for numkiad.

The work is now fairly un- 
der %vay, Bvrveyors arc at work tp as- 
certain how high the shaft wiU need to 
be in order to be easily seen from all 
points on the river, which is nine ttlles 
wide; so It !# reeaonable to prttmme 
that within » dMrt time there wlU be 
a handsome monnment erected at 
Wakefield to suitably mark the birth- 
place of the Father of His Country. 

It will probably be interesting 
to give right here a brief history 
of this old estate and the manner in 
which the Washingtons were identi- 
fied with it. The only object which in 
any way now discloses to visitors the 
identity of Wakefield is a memorial 
stone on the site of the dwelling, which 
states that "here, on the 11th day of 
February, 1732, George Washington 
was bom." It was a beautiful June 
day in 1815 when Mr. Custis, with tiiree 
other gentlemen, sailed from Alexan- 
dria in his own little vessel, with this 
memorial stone wrapped in an Ameri- 
can flag; and, landing at a convenient 
place, bore it to the destined spot. 
They gathered a few bricks from the, 
ruins of one of the chimneys and con- 
structed a rude pedestal, on which they 
laid the stone and commejgded it to the 
core of the American people. 

The first of the Washington family 
in Amecloa was John Washington, who 
settled in Wfftmoreland county in 1057. 
He WU prospMTOUS, and acquired a 
I^ge landed Mtate. ms eldest son, 
Lawrence, succeeded him, marrying 
a Miss Warner, of Gloucester county. 
Among his children was Augustirif, 
who, al the age of twenty-one, married 
Miss Jane Butler, a neighbor's daugh- 
ter, whg ^wr^ Ijjm ^w^sons^jAugustine. 
Jr., and Lawrence, who becdine the 
half brothers of George. In 1728 theii 
mother died. Two years lafer t^eir 
father married Mary Bell, and the first 
born of this union was Qeorge, the 
afterwards great patriot, soldier and 
statesman. 

Washington, when president in 1793, 
wrote a genealogical table 6f the Wa.sh- 
ington famllr. In it is the following: 
"Jane, fyt Augustine, died Novem- 
- ■ ■ • ^(^g buried in the fam- 

Creek. Augustine 
Mary Sail, March 0, 
1730." The Washingtons for three 
generations were buried in that 
vault at Uridpc's Creek. Mary Itall's 
father was a well-to-<lo planter "on the 
Rappahannock. Iler mother died in 
1788. Mary's older brother, Joseph 
Ball, was a lawyer, settled in London,

rapidly until completed in September, 
1894. The structure is oi.n.-edcd to he 
the finest of its kind on the Potomac 
river. It is built of rast iron screw 
piles with a timber ilcck, and is 1,050 
feet long and Hi feet in width, with 
deck Isead 40 by »>0 feet wide, the great 
lentrtti of the wharf beinfr required in 
order to n aeti a water depth of nine 
feef. mean low tide, so as to permit the 
landing of the large river boats which 
ply between Washington and Norfolk. 

When SecreUry Evarts sent his let- 
ter to Congressman Randall, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations, in 
1880, he also submitted a plan which he 
had conceived for the erection of a 
memorial at Wakefield. Only the 
hearthstone and chimney of the orig- 
inal house in which Washinirton was 
lH)ru now remain on the spot. It was 
Mr. Evarts' idea to erect in their place 
a handsome modem stmcture built of 
granite, with tiled roof and bronze 
teblet, bearing a suitable inscriptii - 
The building was to have bronze dix 
and windows, with screens so arranged 
as to permit the entrance of light, mak- 
ing the interior visible from without. 
Such a building, Mr. Evarts then be- 
lieved, would require no care or atten 
tion and would be practically imperish' 
able. Col. J. M. Wilson, coinmissloner 
of public buildings and grounds, who 
had immediate charge of the work of 
building the wharf, has a plan for a , 
memorial which Is entirely different 
from that proposed by Mr. Qvarts four- 
teen years oga SecreUry of State 
Oresham, who was delegated with au- 
thority for the execution of the work, 
has not yet glvfin the matter much con- 
sideration. He Is, however, disponed 
to consider CoL Wilson's pian with 
favor. After paying for the oonstruc- 
tioii of the wliarf tli'-r- «as left, r.ul <,f

Here in this model 
home Mary Ball Washington gave birth 
to the son who made his name immortal. 
This \ irfriiiia male. r about which clus- 
■red so much of the interesting hLstory 
of the Washington family was doomed 
to destruction. One morning in April, 
1735, while the servants were burning 
some brush in the garden, the dry 
shingles on the low roof of the hou.se 
caught fire from a spark and the flames 
spread so rapidly that nothing could be 
done trO check their progress, and the 
whole structure was destroyed. Only 
the old chimneys remained standing. 

Augu.stine Washington owned the 
Mount Vemon estate, and also one in 
Stafford county, nearly opposite

It was bnilt 
by Louis XV., in 1730, and was consid- 
ered so impregnable that it received 
the name of the "American Gibraltar." 
For twenty years it was the thorn in 
the side of the English in America, but 
it was not until Januarj-, ITW. that the 
general court of Massachusetts hay 
would sanction any of the plans for its 
reduction. The plan adopted in that 
year was Gov. Shirley's, and. acting 
under the authority vested in him by 
the general court, he sent 4,070 men, 
under the leadership of William P«p- 

The siege of Lonlsbourg was long, 
and probably would have been unsuc- 
cessful had it not been for the brilliant 
engineering skill of Col. Grldley, of 
Boston, who, by a daring flank move- 
ment, captured the grand battery, just 
oppvoslte Loulsbourg, and with tlie 
great guns he found there forced Gov. 
Duchamt>en to turn over to him on 
June 17 the fortress, the garrison, 
the inhabitants of Louisbourg and the 
thg French flee}. 

Howland Pell, the secretary of the So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars, is responsibh 
for the erection of the granite shaft 
upon the very spot where the key 
were transferred. For months h> 
worked at the project nntU he finally 
secured a gift of the land. Then he 
laid the matter before the society, 
which gave its hearty support and sub- 
scribed the necessary funds fiir the 
shaft 

The design for the monument is tjy 
WUliam Gedney Beatty, a member of 
the New York society. It consists of 
a plain doric shaft, rising from a square 
base and surmounted by s cannon ball, 
as an emblem of victory. Tiffany & 
Co. have designed and had struck a 
number of bronze memorial medals 
from a cannon recently found in the 
wreck of the French frigate in Louis- 
bourg harbor.
